| 33 dead, hundreds missing and feared dead in Leyte mudslides

ST BERNARD, SOUTHERN 
Leyte— Tons of mud and rocks 
yesterday tumbled down from 
the mountain after weeks of 
rains and swallowed a whole 
village of between 2,000 and 
3,000 people, including a 
schoolhouse filled with chil- 
dren. 

‘Some survivors were seen fleeing naked 
but hundreds were feared dead and the vil- 
lage of Guinsaugon in St. Bernard town 
had virtually disappeared from the map in 
the latest disaster to hit the calamity-prone 
country. 

One official said the dead could run into 
thousands, but this was not confirmed. 

‘The landslide at 10 a.m. which was fol- 
lowed by a mild 2.6 magnitude tremor half 
an hour later, bulldozed everything, said 
Southern Leyte Rep. Roger Mercado 

"The earth swallowed them up," he told 
the моца "It was as though the baran- 
gay had disappeared from the map." 

Pope Benedict XVI urged “speedy and 
generous" help for the survivors of the 


landslide.

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Senate-House Cha-cha fight escalates

THE ROW BETWEEN THE HOUSE AND THE 
‘Senate over Charter change escalated yesterday 
with congressiónal leaders accusing alles of Sen- 

itin Drilon in the Liberal Party 
of trying to unduly alarm the public by resurrect- 
ing the specter of No elections in 2007. 

‘Speaker Jose de Venecia is spearheading a 
campaign to amend the Charter even without 
the Senate's participation and is personally 
soliciting the 195 signatures needed to con 
vene a constituent assembly. 

The number represents three-fourths of all 
the members of both houses of Congress, but 
the largely anti-Cha-cha Senate insists the 
House can't do it alone because the two hous- 
es should vote separately on the planned shift 
toa parliamentary system. 

But de Venecia's initiative drew flak from 
the head of the advocacy commission created 
by President Macapagal-Arroyo to promote 
Charter change. 

“That is a neatly desperate move by 
Congress not to involve the Senate. Obvious! 
iestems from their frustration over Senate's re- 
colcitrance," Lito Monico Lorenzana, chair of 
the advocacy commission, said in an interview. 
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Lorenzana, a former member of the de- 
funct Consultative Commission (Con-Com), 
said that De Venecia's initiative could be legal- 
ly challenged before the Supreme Court. 

‘The latest count put the number of House 
members endorsing Cha-cha at 120, accord: 
ing to the Speaker. 

On Thursday, LP Reps. Nereus Acosta, 
Manuel Mamba, Henedina Abad, Joseph 
‘Abaya and Herminigildo Mandanas-who are 
allied with the LP faction of Drilon-claimed 
hat No-el was surreptitiously inserted in the

Two senior vice chairs of the House com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
claimed that the five LP lawmakers were en- 
gaging ina “disinformation campaign.” 

Rep. Exequiel Javier (Lakas, Antique) and 
Rep. Douglas Cagas (NPC, Davao del Sur) 
said the LP solons are reviving the issue to un 
duly alarm the public as part of their cam- 
paign against Cha-cha. 

The Con-Com, chaired by former UP presi- 
dent Dr. Jose Abueva, had recommended the 
scrapping of the 2007 elections preparatory to 
a shift to a parliamentary government in 2010.

ly during a congressional recess. 

‘Since Congress will not take a break until 
April, Andaya should continue discharging 
his functions as a congressman, said Pichay. 

Не commended Puno for "doing the right 
thing.” 

“He's assuming that he's only a nominee. He's 
welladvised. His statement that he can only as- 
sume when confirmed is valid," Pichay said. 

Abalos said Comelec personnel in Antipolo 
and Camarines Sur were ready to hold the 
special elections, but the House has to appro- 
priate the funds for the democratic exercise. 

Under RA No. 7166, or the Synchronized 
National and Local Elections Act of 1991, the 
Comelec may сай for a special election for a 
permanent vacancy occurring in House at least 
‘one year before the expiration of the term. 

In May 2004, Comelec also held a special 
election in Cebu's fifth district to fill up the 
House seat left vacant when Rep. Joseph Ace 
Durano was named Tourism secretary.

Tn the days following the planned escape of 
the Magdalo soldiers on Jan. 20 or 21, the 
group was to have engaged in "propaganda 
activities." By the end of January the group 
was to have begun "Script 1, believed to be 
the start of mobilization of participants and 
specialized units,” the paper said. 

1t said "Script 2"—which included, accord- 
ing to police and military analysts, the en- 
hancement of logistical capability was set 
during the first two weeks of February 

"The next days were to be used to prepare 
forthe “main event,” which would include "si 
multaneous strikes" on targets between Feb. 
18 and 22, according to the paper. 

The paper named more than 10 junior offi- 
cers—including members of ће Magdalo 
group—as possible leaders of the plot. 


Handful of officers 

Esperon said the military was trying to 
identify those behind the latest plo. 

But Defense Secretary Avelino Cruz Jr said 
the AFP had the names of "a handful of young 
officers” allegedly recruiting other members 
of the military for a “disturbance.” 

Cruz said the young officers were sympa- 
thizers of the Magdalo mutineers. But he re- 
fused to name names. 

"There are some names that the AFP has, 
bat [the national security group in the Cabi- 
net is] stili doing continuous checking and in- 
vestigation, and gathering evidence,” Cruz 
said in an interview at the Pagasa Science 
Garden, where he joined a press briefing on 
disaster preparedness. 

“if we gather sufficient evidence that will 
stand in court, then the government should 
file cases," he said. 

Cruz said the AFP had uncovered the plot 
and had taken steps to block it, starting with 
the recent arrest of Capt. Nicanor Faeldon, а 
member of the Magdalo group who managed 
to escape in December. 


Heightened alert 
He said the recruiters had so far been un- 


successful in dividing the military 
He declared that the AFP continued to be 


fully behind the duly constituted authority 
and did not need to conduct a loyalty check 
among its leaders. 

In Baguio, Philippine National Police Direc- 
tor General Arturo Lomibao put the PNP on 
heightened alert and ordered additional forces 
to secure the PMA alumni homecoming. 

‘Baguio police tightened checkpoints around 
three routes to the summer capital, and dis- 
tributed large "Wanted" posters featuring five 
Magdalo fugitives. The word “Captured” is 
scrawled over the picture of Faeldon. 

“It is just prudent for us to put some forces 
оп alert ... This is a nationwide heightened 
alert, meaning we are on our toes ... for any 
possible problem," Lomibao told reporters on 
Thursday. 

“Bur these are rumors, speculations. 1 be- 
eve the alumni will think of the higher inter- 
est. I think consultations and meetings have 
been done ... between and among PMA class- 
ез to remedy the situation... We don't want 
the homecoming to tura into political activi- 
Sy? he said. 

Brig. Gen. Leopoldo Maligalig, PMA super- 
intendent, told the Inqunx that attempts had 
been made to recruit the academy's military 
police unit. 

Bur he played down concerns that todays 
homecoming would be the staging ground for 
a coup plot. He said the PMA was “prepared.” 

Оп the other hand, PMA sources said re- 
ports on the plot to disrupt the homecoming 
were “just planted.” 

Even in Metro Manila 

PNP Director Vidal Querol said Metro 
Manila police had also been put on height- 
ened alert. 

But he said this was primarily meant to 
check crime and to prepare for the rallies dur- 
ing the forthcoming Edsa I celebration. (See 
bax on this page.) 

"The alert will also cover [Oplan] Hackle,” 
Querol said, adding that putting cops on the 
streets and checkpoints in strategic areas 
could serve “as deterrent to any crime or any 
plot whatsoever” 

"There was a carjacking in Parafiaque and a 
robbery on Commonwealth Avenue [in Que- 
топ City)" said Querol. "People will also con- 
verge for the Edsa celebrations, and ... there 
should be some order there." 

Querol upgraded the alert level starting at 
6 a.m. yesterday and ordered ground troops 
to "conduct checkpoints, both fixed and mo- 
bile, and (deploy] motorcycle mounted pa- 
trols.”

According to Jaworski, wealth is 
mo guarantee of a persons good 
character: Just because you're rich 
doesnt mean youre decent. It 
doesnt mean you don't steal. It 
doesn't mean you dont sell drugs.” 

The raid last week on Sitio Ma- 
payapa Compound in Barangay 
Sto. Tomas, Pasig, uncovered a 
drug haven where users could or- 
der drugs and rent drug para- 
phernalia in shanties serving as 
“shabu restaurants.” 

The compound is half a kilo- 
meter away from Pasig City Най. 

Eusebio has denied involve- 
ment in the drug operation, say- 
ing that with his wealth, he had 
no need for such activities. 

Early this week, he shocked 
both the police and the public 
when he had the shanties demol- 
ished, thereby destroying crucial 
evidence. 


Blame-tossing 

Fingerpointing has started 
among police officers who were 
relieved of their posts following 
the raid on Mapayapa.

Eusebio's case 

"The DILG will look into allega- 
tions that Eusebio caused the de- 
struction of vital evidence in the 
PNP anti-drug task forces case 
against the maintainers of the 
drug den, acting Interior Secre- 
tary Wencelito Andanar told the

“if indeed the case versus the 
drug den operators was compro- 
mised by Mayor Eusebio's ac- 
tions, we have no choice but to 
apply the appropriate adminis- 
trative sanctions and pursue 
criminal action against those 
found liable,” he said.

"No charges will be filed against anybody, 
and that's it,” Salinas told reporters in brief 
comments outside his office in the town of 
Sarita south of Corpus Christi. 

President George W Bush, in his first public 
comments on the shooting, said on Thursday 
he was satisfied with the explanation Cheney 
gave about the incident. 

"T thought the vice president handled the 
issue just fine. And I thought his explanation. 
yesterday was a powerful explanation,” Bush 
Said in Washington 

Cheney sprayed Whittington, 78, with 
birdshot on Saturday when he whirled 
around to shoot a flying quail while hunting 
on a southern Texas ranch. 

Chief Deputy Gilbert San Miguel, who con- 
ducted the shooting probe, said: "Our investi- 
gation is over .. this was just a mere hunting 
accident.” 

A final report issued on Thursday showed 
that San Miguel did not start his investigation 
until a day after the shooting and his ques- 
tioning of Whittington was cut off by a hospi- 
tal nurse who said he needed torest. Reuters

People cannot be blamed for thinking so. The drug en- 
clave, known as the Mapayapa Compound, was located 
right in the heart of the city, virtually within spitting dis- 
tance of a police community precinct, the Eastern Police 
District headquarters and Pasig City Hall. Shabu in vari- 
ous discount packages was being sold there like fake de- 
signer clothes in a tiangge and the "goods and services” 
available were even advertised in “display menus” to- 
gether with their corresponding prices. Patrons could rel- 
ish their precious buys in "restaurants"—inside “VIP 
rooms,” if they wanted—where they could rent all the 


necessary paraphernalia as well. 


The place even had its own set of business rules and 
penalties—operating almost like a government unto it- 
self. And word about this “specialty market" had spread 
far and wide. It was not like a talipapa serving the neigh- 
borhood. Its clientele came from different places and 
from all walks of life, some of them getting there in Mer- 
cedes-Benzes, BMWs and other types of luxury vehicles. 
Ironically, the mayor of Pasig City and police offi- 
cials—the very people who, because of their jobs, are ex- 
pected to be on the lookout for dangerous crimes and, 
therefore, should be among the first to know about 
them—were the most clueless about its existence—or so 
they now claim. Police Supt. Raul Medina, the city’s chief 
of police who has since been relieved of his post, admitted 
to complete ignorance. “Blangko talaga ako dito," he said. 
‘And Mayor Vicente Eusebio publicly scolded barangay 
and local police officials for being “lazy, blind, or worse, 
in cahoots with those operating the shabu den"—as if the 


same things could not be said about him.

the Pasig police had conducted several raids on. 


the place. The last one, he said, led to the arrest of 18 
drug pushers, and that was conducted only last Jan. 25. 
‘These earlier raids and arrests indicated that the police 
had “fair knowledge" of the drug trade there, Querol 
pointed out, Still, it took a private citizen, an overseas 
worker, working with the help of two media personalities,

After Mapayapa, 
we cannot help but wonder what those past raids have 
come up to. Have cases been filed and punishment meted 
out? Is the illegal drug business really on the wane?

Police and city officials can explain all they want. But

More so now that Eusebio has ordered the shabu mar- 
ket dismantled and razed to the ground, destroying po- 


tential evidence in the process. 


Fugitives beyond our r 


ONE EFFECTIVE WAY OF EVADING PROSE- 
cution and punishment in tnis country is to 
flee to another country. I said this five years 
ago in this column (3/11/01) and chided the 
government as co-principals in the flight of 
Five fugitives. Last year I wrote again of the 
same problem and added another person who 
had also eluded Philippine jurisdiction by tak- 
ing convenient refuge abroad. suppose there 
are many others who have taken 

cape route to flout the criminal laws of our 
country. 

"The first five fugitives I mentioned in 2001 
were Rodolfo Pacificador, Charlie “Atong” Ang, 
Yolanda Ricaforte, Michael Ray Aquino, and 
Cesar Mancao. The sixth escapee last year was 
Faustino Chingkoe. 

Rodolfo Pacificador is the son of Arturo Paci- 
ficador who was acquitted last year of the mur- 
der of Evelio Javier Instead of surrendering to 
the authorities like his father (although belat- 
edly), he flew to Canada soon after Edsa 1 to 
avoid prosecution here as the possible master- 
mind of the crime. The Philippines requested 
his return but to no avail. He still enjoys his 
asylum in that foreign land with the protection 
ofits Supreme Court. 

‘Angas the alleged “bagman” of Erap and Ri- 
сайте as the accountant of his suspect fortune 
would have been asked to testify against him 
in the Sandiganbayan or maybe even prosecut- 
‘ed with him. Not surprisingly, however, they 
had earlier conveniently slipped out of the 
country, probably with government assistance. 
‘Ang has lately been arrested in the United 
‘States for some minor offense; Ricaforte is 
probably also there but is supposedly nowhere 
tobe found. 

‘Aquino and Mancao, close confederates of 
Sen. Panfilo Lacson in the PNB are wanted for 
the murder of Bubby Dacer and Emmanuel 
Corbito, presumably to silence them. After фе 
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killing, the two former police agents left to- 
gether in а chartered plane for Hong Kong and 
then replaced their false travel papers with 
Philippine passports when they flew to the 
United States or Canada. There is no showing 
that our authorities exerted any effort to de- 
tain them. 

‘Aquino has since been apprehended and is 
now facing espionage charges in the United 
States, but Mancao is yet to be located. Like 
‘Aquino, Mancao is reportedly in contact with 
some associates here who have refused to re- 
veal his whereabouts. Both of them cannot be 
tried here in absentia because they have not yet 
been arraigned. Meanwhile, the Bubby Dacer 
case is sleeping in the police fies despite the 
protests of the victim's daughters. 

Chingkoe, who decamped with his family to 
Canada (4/25/05), has transferred his busi- 
ness activities there and now lives in a 
C$500,000 house he bought probably with 
рап of the billions of pesos he allegedly stole in 
‘tax fraud for which he was being tried before 
the Sandiganbayan. His departure was also 
made under questionable circumstances. 

‘Sometime ago, two Chinese accused of drug 
trafficking were able to leave the country most. 
likely with the connivance of some immigra- 
tion agents. The escapees are now in China 
and there is litte chance that they will be 
brought back to the Philippines for prosecution 
and punishment. 

1 should also mention Rod Strunk, the sus- 


each 


pected killer of Nida Blanca, who was able to 
leave the Philippines on the solemn promise 
that he would return if and when his presence 
should be needed, It is needed now, but he is 
still safely in his home state and intends to re 
‘main there. If his extradition has been request 
ed by our foreign office, it is probably being 
simply ignored by the American government. 

All the above-mentioned fugitives have not 
been returned to this country to face the crimi- 
mal charges awaiting them. Our government 
cannot claim innocence if, by reason of its ne 
glect or unconcern, these runaways remain 
‘outside our criminal jurisdiction in the safety 
of their states of refuge. Another reason could 
be the little respect accorded our inconsequen- 
tial government in the family of nations. 

It is worth recalling that when the United 
‘States requested the extradition of Mark 
Jimenez, the Philippines expeditiously com 
plied although the subject was at the time a 
member of our House of Representatives. Ву 
contrast, the asylum states of our wanted fugi- 
tives seem to be less than willing to find and 
send them back to our country in accordance 
with their treaty obligations or international 
comity. 

‘The case of Undersecretary Jocelyn Bolante 
is different because he is not wanted for a crim- 
inal offense. There is some similarity, though, 
in that he has left the country, some say also 
surreptitiously, to avoid being investigated by 
the Senate on the disposition of the P728 mil- 
lion fertilizer fund that is suspected as having 
been illegally spent for election purposes. 

Perhaps Bolante is waiting for the Supreme 
Court to “legitimize” Executive Order No. 464 
зо he can't be punished for contempt of the 
Senate if he refuses to appear before it. If he is 
sure that the EO will not be declared unconsti- 
tutional, he must know something we don't 
know. 


Do we have bionic election commissioners? 


LAST WEEK, I WROTE ABOUT A DECISION 
that would, unless reversed, sound the death 
knell for the institution we know as the Civil 
Service, because its message is that govem- 
ment career officers must play ball with the ad- 
ministration instead of maintaining their neu- 
tality and nonpartsanshi 

"The two-against-one decision of the three- 
member Civil Service Commission went 
against career Undersecretary Miguel Luz, 
with CSC Chair Karina C. David strongly dis- 
senting from her two colleagues. 

“Today 1 write about a decision—by yet an- 
other constitutionally mandated institution, 
the Commission on Elections—which reflects 
the appalling extent to which that institution 
has been weakened and has to be completely 
reformed. 

The unanimous decision of the Comelec’s 
First Division, composed of Commissioners 
Rufino SB Javier, Resurreccion Z. Borra and 
Romeo A. Brawler (whose recent appointment 
is awaiting confirmation), was penned by Pre- 
siding Commissioner Javier, with the following 
certification: “This is to certify that the conclu- 
sions in the foregoing Resolution were reached 
in consultation before the case was assigned to 
the writer of the opinion of the Commission 
(First Division)" The certification was signed 
by Javier, and the decision promulgated last 
Jan. 31 

On йз face, the decision appears cutand- 
dried: The Nueva Vizcaya governorship was 
won in the May 2004 elections by Luisa Loren 
Cuaresma over her closest rival Leonardo Ву. 
ron Perez, by a margin of 2,781 votes—56,008 
to 53,227. Perez questioned the results from 
308 precincts; Cuaresma 
protest involving 366 precinets—or a total of 
674 protested precincs ош of 1,016 in Nueva 
Vizcaya. 

‘Since 154,390 of the 202,684 registered 
voters actually voted, the average number of 
voters per precinct exceeded 150. 

"The First Division opened the ballot boxes in 
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September 2004 and all contested ballots were 
photocbpied by the parties and then placed in 
67 ballot boxes, each box containing an aver- 
age of 10 precincts. Each of these boxes had 
three padlocks and sealed with a self-locking 
plastic seal (SLPS). The ballot box numbers 
and the serial numbers of the SLPS were duly 
recorded in the Minutes of Photocopying filed 
with the Election Contest and Adjudication Di- 
vision (ECAD) of the Comelec. 

All the ballot boxes were deposited with the. 
Ballot Box Custodian of the Comelec until such 
time as they were brought to the office of the 
commissioner assigned to write the decision, 
where the three commissioners would exam- 
ine the ballots to determine the merits of the 
aims of the protestant (Perez) and the protes- 
tee (Cuaresma). 

"The First Division, “after a painstaking ex- 
amination of the ballots,” invalidated 3,509 
ballots east for Cuaresma for being allegedly 
written in pairs by one person. It invalidated 
18 ballots of Perez for the same reason. It also 
awarded 538 "valid claim” votes to Cuaresma, 
and 506 to Perez. The long and the short of itis 
that on the basis of these findings, the division 
declared Perez the winner by a margin of 678 
(53,715 t0 53,037) votes, and ordered Cuares- 
ma to vacate the governorship. 

But one only has to read the decision to start 
getting suspicious. On Page 4, it says: "The 
Commission (FIRST DIVISION) examined the 
contested ballots, tedious though the process 
was, and notwithstanding the fact that the 
more than 20,000 vote lead of protestee over 
protestant looked insurmountable.” Huh? Just 


two pages previously it had noted that Cuares- 
ma's lead over Perez was only 2,781 votes! A 
typographical error? Not with the description. 
insurmountable"—2,781 votes cannot be 
considered insurmountable. 

Romulo Macalintal, the election lawyer re- 
tained by Cuaresma after the Comelec deci 
sion, had deep misgivings about the decision, 
because in his 25-year experience, he was 
pretty sure that the examination—nay, 
“painstaking ^ examination—of about 
100,000 ballots (674 precincts times an aver- 
age of 150 ballots per precinct) requires much 
тоге time than indicated by the turnaround 
time of the decision. What is more, Macalintal 
knew that the Comelec was practically crip- 
pled by vacancies, and the First Division 
hadn't met so often as to allow for such а 
painstaking examination, 

So, Macalintal went to ће Comelecs Ballot 
вох Custodian to start his own verification, 
And sure enough, he found out that a total of 
25 ballot boxes containing the ballots from 
256 precincts—or 38 percent of the 674 con- 
tested precinets—had their seals intact. Which 
means that these ballot boxes—containing 
about 38,400 ballots—were never opened, 
‘and therefore that the ballots were never е 
‘amined, much less painstakingly examined by 
the commissioners. 

Yet the decision’s annexes show that there 
were ballots from four of those unopened bal- 
Jot boxes (favoring Cuaresma) that were inval- 
idated, while the ballots from the 21 other (un- 
opened) ballot boxes, per the decision, were 
not invalidated because the First Division did 
not find any ballot marked or written by one 
person. Amazing how the commissioners in 
volved could have examined ballots from box 
es that remain sealed up to the present. Bionic 
eyes? 

How much more evidence do our leaders 
need before they take concrete action to re- 
form the Comelec? Or is the Comelec merely a 
reflection of their wishes? 
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RUMORS OF A COUP ATTEMPT IN THE NEXT 
few days are rife and military authorities appar- 
ently are not dismissing them lightly.

{government such as in a coup d'etat.

In Turkey a 
Shift from the use of traditional (withdrawal and 
rhythm) to modern methods of contraception ac- 
‘counted for 87 percent of the decline in abortion, 
‘while a survey conducted in Kazakhstan revealed 
tha by increasing moder contraception use bya 
mere 10 percent, the general abortion rate 
dropped by 13 percent 

AS Lagman asserts: “What pushes women to 
terminate an unwanted pregnancy is the lack of 
access ro and information about effective contra- 
ception. The claim that contraceptive use will 
led o abortion is pure hogwash.” 


GIVEN the controversy and the seemingly end- 
less and tiresome debates about contracep- 
tion and its link to abortion, perhaps it's time-

The one who comes out the winner of the tourna- 
mentis hailed as a champion throughout the year. Ata very? 
young age, boys learn that success can be attained through 
fighting 

Fighting in the ring is every young man's rite of passage to 
manhood in our town. Anyone who has never worn a boxing 
glove must be gay and no father wants а sissy for a son. That 
$ why when they have their fil of cockfights, fathers love to 
see their boys fight each other in the backyard, even just for 
the heck ofit. 

My dad fought with liver cancer and lost. Не last saw me 
wearing boxing gloves when 1 was in 2nd grade and a kid who, 
was a year younger beat me. For a long time, 1 could not un- 
derstand why my father treated me as if were worthless айел 
that defeat. But now I understand. He suffered more than me R$: 
with ай the ribbing he got. A son no matter how much he has ° 
detached himself from his father remains a part of him. 

That defeat marked me as a loser, I didn't excel in high 
school.

This is aimed at cre- 
ating a culture of collective (age 
су) and individual efficiency effec- 
tiveness, productivity and account- 
ability in the bureaucracy.

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Crowd control and precautions 


PLEASE ALLOW МЕ TO SHARE 
the following points regarding 
crowd control. There are two es- 
sential aspects of crowd control: 
опе is expectations management; 
the other is emergency prepared- 
ness. 

Everyone who comes to a venue 
expects to be allowed in at the ap- 
pointed time and to have the best 
Seat or view available. If these are 
not met, chances are irritation will 
set in, and when multiplied 
through the crowd, mob mentality 
follows. Those responsible for the 
venue and the event have a re- 
sponsibility to make sure that 
these expectations are met; other- 
wise, they have a responsibility to 
tell all concerned the reasons for 
such failure, and what measures 
are being taken. 

‘Unforeseen circumstances can 
and do occur and in any place 
where there is а crowd, the worst 
that could happen should be ex: 
pected, Therefore, there should be 
preparations for any eventuality. 
‘These can be anything from first 
aid treatment to an individual, ог 
evacuation procedures involving 
everybody It is therefore impera 
tive that there are always capable 
personnel to handle all these con- 

At the Cultural Center of the 
Philippines and the venues under 


its supervision (which include the

CATHY GARCIA-MOLINAS BELATED FOL- 
low-up to 2004's likable rom-com trilogy, 
“Beuz of U," is the local romantic film to see 
this week.

F THREE MILLION Fil- 
ipinos who are over- 
weight and obese, 20 
percent are morbidly obese 
(those whose body mass index, 
or BMI, reaches or exceeds 40). 

Morbidly obese people have been 
likened to a ticking time bomb. The 
World Health Organization estimates 
that more than one billion people 
Worldwide are overweight, and atleast 
300 million of them are obese. It also 
estimates that 115 million of them 
would develop life-threatening medi- 
cal conditions, including diabetes, 
heart disease, stroke, cancer and By- 
pertension 

When the problem cannot be solved 
by diet and exercise, the morbidly obese 
have no other recourse but to go under 
the knife for a bariatric surgery an oper- 
ation ofthe stomach or intestines. 

‘This is where the next obstacle lies: 
finding the right surgeon to competently 
performit. 

Dr. Ferdinand Samonte, a bariatric 
surgeon at the Genrer for Obesity Con-

World body 

Samonte said the lack of a world ac- 
creditation body that would certify 
Bariatric surgeons would be discussed 
during a meeting of the International 
Federation for the Surgery of Obese in 
Sydney in September 

‘Samonte said the American Society 
for Bariatric Surgery and the Interna- 
tional Federation for the Surgery of Obe- 
sity require thar at least 60 percent to 70 
percent of a surgeon's practice be fo- 
cused on bariatric surgery for obesity 


control. 

Currently, Filipino doctors who want 
to specialize in bariatric surgery need to 
go to the United States, Australia, India 
or Singapore for training. They also need 
to perform a certain number of opera- 
tions before they could be declared 
bariatric surgeons. 


Safeguards 

In the meantime, to ensure public 
safety, the Bureau of Food and Drugs 
controls the release of the bands used in 
bariatric surgery. 

"Not just any surgeon or hospital can 
get them. They are new devices and 
BFAD wants to make sure that the sur- 
geons who will use these bands are com- 
petent and skilled to use them," said Dr. 
Rey Melchor Santos, president of the 
Philippine Society of Laparoscopic Sur- 
geons. 

He said that in the United States, 
deaths have resulted from botched 
bariatric surgeries. 

“That is why they are now controlling 
the procedures. They now designate 
which hospitals and which surgeons can 
perform the procedure,” he said. 

AIMED, the local distributor of the

Antibiotics arent effective 
against most viruses that cause 
gastroenteritis, so one should 
curb the impulse to take an an- 
biotic immediately. Overusing 
them can contribute to the de- 
velopment of antibioticzresis- 
tant strains of bacteria. 


What to do

Drilon said the release of the Marcos 
funds in 2004 might have been illegal 
since the Presidential Agrarian Reform 
Council (PARC) did not issue а resolu- 
tion allowing its disbursement after the 
funds were turned over to the govern- 
mentin January of that year. 

PARC executive committee director Je- 
frey Galan had claimed that a November. 
2003 resolution of his committee was 
“carried over” to 2004 and became thè ba- 
sis for the release of the funds in 2004, 

“They were saying that the (PARC) 
executive committee resolution which 
authorized the disbursement of P12 bil- 
ion—which was passed in 2003—was 
carried over in 2004 and (Galan) assert- 
ed-that this was the authority that they 
used to utilize the funds," Drilon said. 

Drilon said the Senate would ask offi- 
cials of the Department of Agrarian Re- 
form (DAR) to show that they had the 
authority to release the funds. 

"We would continue first with the 


budget hearings where they would 
have to explain this disbursement, How 
it was disbursed? And we will deter- 
mine from there whether there is need 
for a separate inquiry he said.

“We will not rest until all the remains. 
are recovered and provided a proper dig- 
nified burial" she said during a top-level 
‘meeting of the National Disaster Coordi- 
nating Council in Camp Aguinaldo. 

“Tim saddened by the death of those pre- 
cious schoolchildren whose innocence and 
hope have been so tragically snuffed out," 
she said, reading from a teleprompter. 

The government has mobilized hun- 
dreds of government personnel, vari- 
ous military and government assets, as 
well as earmarked millions of pesos 
‘worth of assistance for the search-and. 
rescue operations.

The Armed Forces has mobilized 
hundreds of personnel and air and sea 
assets for the task. 

"The Air Force has deployed two C- 
130 cargo aircraft and three heli- 
copters; the Navy, the patrol gunship 
ВАР Mariano Alvarez; and the Army its 
personnel nearest to the site, ће 43rd 
and 19th Infantry Battalions.

around how she felt about the tragedy 
and what the government was doing to 
help the victims. 

“We should rescue the victims and 
give them all the needed assistance. All 
‘victims must be accounted for and, to- 
gether, we must help them in rebuild. 
ing their homes and their futures," she 
said in Filipino. 

She also called on every Filipino, re- 
gardless of political belief or economic 
circumstance, “to unite in compassion 
for the victims and survivors of this 
tragic event." 

The Philippine Mines, Safety and En- 
vironment Association (PMSEA) said it 
would send a team of 24 miners to 
Guinsaugon this morning.

TRIPOLI—LIBYAN POLICE LATE FRIDAY KILLED AT 
least 10 people and wounded dozens more after 
around 1,000 demonstrators torched Italy's consulate 
in Benghazi to protest against the Prophet Muhammad 
cartoons published in European newspapers. 


Police threw teargas grenades and 
opened fire with live ammunition on 
the demonstrators, witnesses sad. 

“Atleast 10 demonstrators have been. 
killed according to the police who sent 
me that tol" the frst secretary of Italy's 
embassy here Dominico Bellatoni said 
after he unrest in the northeast Libyan 
ey. 

He added: “Мо Italian was hurt when 
a thousand demonstrators attacked the 
consular building after Friday prayers 
and set the first floor on fre.” 

‘Another Italian diplomat, who asked 
not to be named, said: "The consulate 
was closed to the public and only six 
staff members were inside, bur none of 


them was injured.” 

Private sources contacted from 
Tripoli said the toll was higher, “be- 
tween 15 and 25," while "very many in- 
jured" had been taken to the Al Jala 
hospital in Libya's second city and eco- 
nomic powerhouse.

CAIRO—THE MOST DANGEROUS FORM OF 
bird flu was confirmed Friday in Egypt, the 
second African country hit after Nigeria, 
while France, Europe's largest poultry pro 
ducer, said the rapidly-spreading HSN1 virus 
had probably also penetrated its borders. 

‘Six cases, all involving poultry raised in pri 
vate homes, have been detected in the greater 
Cairo area and one in the Minya region, 250 
kn south of the capital, said a government 
spokesperson. 

“Tests were also being carried out on chick- 
ens in the southern governate of Qena, where 
the popular tourist areas of Luxor and Thebes 
are located, after the mysterious deaths of 
some 130 birds ofin a village there. 

Тп Europe, French Agriculture Minister Do- 
minique Bussereau said late Friday there was a 
"90 percent” chance that a dead wild duck 
found in the centraLeastern Ain department 
маз infected with the lethal strain of the virus. 
He added that the definite test result would be 
known by late Saturday or early Sunday. 

In London, the likelihood that bird flu will 
reach Britain has grown, Animal Health Minis- 
ter Ben Bradshaw said Friday. 

“eis more likely now than it was, but it is 
mot inevitable,” said Bradshaw after the Euro- 
pean Commission announced that it had been 
notified by France of a confirmed case of bird 
flu ina wild duck tested near Lyon.

JHE IDEA OF LETTING DEPOSED PRESIDENT 

‘Joseph Estrada off the hook, so to speak, has been 

floated again, and by the usual suspects. This time, 
the idea has the imprimatur of President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo herself. 

‘The President’s new chief of staff, Secretary Michael De- 
fensor, announced on Thursday the apparent result of sepa- 

rate negotiations involving three influ- 
EDITORIAL ential religious leaders: Ricardo Cardi- 

nal Vidal of Cebu, Executive Minister Er- 
año Manalo of the Iglesia ni Cristo, and El Shaddai's Brother 
Mike Velarde. "The three leaders are willing to guarantee 
[that] Estrada is not a flight risk and that he would be 
placed under their recognizance,” Defensor said. 

In the event that the Sandiganbayan grants temporary 
freedom to Estrada, who is facing unprecedented (and 
non-bailable) plunder charges, the three religious leaders 
would act as his guarantors, Defensor said. 

Then came Doublespeak Item No. 1. "There's no per- 
sonal or vested interest in this. [It] is for the national in- 
terest,” Defensor said, earnestly. 

We have no doubt that Vidal and the other leaders sin- 
cerely believe that granting Estrada a respite from deten- 
tion, ostensibly to prepare for his oral testimony, serves 
the national interest. But we are equally certain that their 
belief is entirely misplaced. 

The national interest will be served if the first-ever 
plunder trial of a former commander in chief proceeded 
apace, if the proceedings are vested with transparency 
and conducted with independence, and if sooner rather 
than later, a credible judgment is handed down, based on 
the evidence. 

;" Buta blithe disregard of the rule of law? A breathtaking 
Tack of concern about the independence of the judiciary? 
Not least, a distorted understanding of the uses of recog- 
nizance? None of this serves the national interest. 
"When asked, Defensor explained Malacafiang’s re- 
riewed interest in what he called reconciliation efforts 
with Estrada with a firmly forked tongue. Doublespeak 
Ttem No. 2: The Palace has become more active in pursu- 
ing "humanitarian" treatment for Estrada, he said, be- 
cause “the hardliners are not in government anymore." 

‘Defensor was referring to the Hyatt 10, of course, ће 
senior officials who resigned on July 8 and called on the 
President to resign the same day. But his use of “hardlin- 
ers” to refer to the likes of Dinky Soliman and Butch Abad 
is chillingly Orwellian. The President's loyalist-in-resi- 
dence described those who oppose any special treatment 
for Estrada on the basis of principle as stubborn and recal- 
citrant, obstructionists of the worst kind. The assump- 
tion, of course, is that those who welcome special treat- 
thent for Estrada on the basis of expediency—like, say, 
Defensor himself, who has acted as the broker of the 
idea—are veritable statesmen. 

Defensor even had the temerity to blame civil society 

leaders, from whose ranks many of the Hyatt 10 
emerged, for Estrada’s arrest five years ago. It was “also 
their idea,” Defensor said, dismissively, as though the 
very notion of arresting a man charged with plunder was 
beneath contempt. 
" Defensor also defended the timing of the latest recon- 
ciliation initiative. Malacafiang, he said, in Doublespeak 
Item No. 3, was “talking with [the Estrada camp] from a 
position of strength.” 

Nonsense. The latest attempt to woo Estrada, and the 
still substantial bloc of voters he commands, is in fact 
proof that the Arroyo administration is desperate to соп- 
solidate its position. Because its very mandate remains 
under question, the administration is forced to play poli- 
tics on almost every front. 

„In other words, the latest initiative to reach out to 
Estrada is driven by presidential self-interest. Not even 
Defensors famously flexible speaking skills can com- 
pletely hide the fact.

‘THE CHALLENGE TO EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 
464 was filed on Oct. 11, 2005, but to date, 
more than four months later, the novel and im- 
portant constitutional question raised in the 
case remains unresolved. The prayer fora tem- 
porary restraining order against the operation 
Of the Order has not been granted by the 
‘Supreme Court, which has thus allowed in the 
meantime the prohibition of members of the 
Cabinet and other executive officials appear- 
ing before any legislative investigation without 
the permission of President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo. 

The Senate has complained against the Or- 
der, which has stalemated all its investigations 
of the activities of the executive department, 
including the Garci tapes controversy and the 
allegedly illegal disbursement of the P728 fer- 
tilizer fund for GMAS election campaign last 
year. Norberto Gonzales, earlier held in con- 
tempt by the chamber, is back in the Cabinet 
‘where he cannor be further questioned about 
the curious lobbying contract he signed with 
the Venable lawyers. Their exorbitant retainer 
маз paid, not by the government as he defen- 
sively declared, but by certain anonymous 
donors he refused to identify 

Last week, President Arroyo relaxed her 
Order and allowed her subordinates to ap- 
pear at the budget hearings in the Senate. The

portantly, they will be interrogated by the jus 
tices, some to ask serious questions and others 
to merely exhibit their pretensions to juristic 
erudition. The hearings are concluded before 
lunch time to relieve the hunger pangs of the 
highly-paid contending counsel, the Court re- 
quiring them to submit memoranda within the 
non-extendible period of 15 days. When these 
final pleadings are duly filed, the case will then 
be ready for decision, which must be rendered 
within a period of 24 months as required by 
the Constitution.

The best and most practical solution to the 
constitutional dilemma will be to persuade the 
President to withdraw her Order and thus 
make the pending petition moot and academ- 
ic. The question is, will she agree to humble 
herself before Congress and the nation or will 
she take her chances on the decision of the 
Supreme Court? 

The Oral Argument is scheduled on Feb. 21, 
and the Decision is expected at last to be ren: 
dered soon after that date. But “soon” may be 
as long as two years from next Tuesday, during 
which EO No, 464 will continue to operate 
against the power of legislative investigation.

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ON APRIL 1, 1952, THE HEADLINE OF THE 
Manila Times daily was: "House to Probe Plane 
Crash.” A few days earlier, a Philippine Airlines 
DC-3 crashed near the Baguio Airport killing 10 
ofits passengers. The story read: "A congressional 
investigation of the PAL disaster was ordered by 
the House with Speaker Eugenio Perez forming a 
special probe committee to look into the crash. 
Working independently of this body is the Appro- 
rations Committee under Rep. Ramon Arnaldo 
Which is also looking into the tragedy” 

While the nation's attention was focused оп 
this tragic event, some 80 young men, aged 17 to 
21, were being given the traditional warm and 
тову welcome at Loakan on the outskirts of 
Baguio City, new site of the Philippine Military 
Academy. The place, which later would be chris- 
tened Fort del Pilar, was still a desolate, one- 
building affair—a location where, probably, only 
fools would wish to spend a considerable time of 
their lives, To this day, for some reason, new 
cadets entering the PMA have always been re- 
ceived on Apri Fools Day.

before а mudslide buried Barangay Guinsaugon 
in St. Bernard town, Southern Leyte. But the ge- 
ologists and seismologists who were interviewed 
{were quick to dismiss speculations that this might 
have caused the earth to tumble down the slopes 
of the nearby mountain. 

Weather experts said it was more likely caused 
by days of unusually heavy rainfall, which soft- 
ened the зой and destabilized it, to the point that 
tons of mud and rocks slid suddenly down the 
mountainside, burying the village of some 2,000- 
3,000 people. 

Environmentalists have long stressed the need 
to maintain the country's existing forest cover, 
‘which has been steadily disappearing. despite 
decades of awareness-raising and official lip ser- 
Vice. Landslides are only one of the many threats 
arising from denudation and deforestation. In 
fact, one of the striking things about the news 
footage taken of the disaster site was the lack of 
trees on the surrounding mountainsides, save for 
a few stands of coconut trees which were easily 
Swept away by the moving soil and debris. 

‘Another report quotes officials of the Depart- 
ment of Environment and Natural Resources who 
Said Southern Leyte had already been identified 
as a “priority geo-hazard area.”

about the places most at risk due to the heavy 
ains in recent weeks and advised to start evacu- 
ating the residents. 

"This only provides cold comfort to the officials 
and the folk of St. Bernard, of course. But the 
‘ramble to produce hazard maps, identify areas 
at risk and evacuate residents in the riskiest vil- 
ages could at least ensure that no tragedy at least 
of this scale, would occur again in the near future.

EVERY TIME WE ALLOW POLITICIANS TO STEAL 
elections with impunity, to rule without account- 
ability to rob the public coffers routinely, and to lie 
‘brazenly—we are creating the conditions for mili- 
tary intervention. Professional armies go hand in 
hand with strong democracies. We are nota strong. 
democracy; that is why the temptation to play the. 
military card remains strong. Yet, even in the most 
desperate circumstances, there is no assurance 
that the public will automatically welcome mili- 
tary intervention. Much depends on the clarity 
With which the military defines the provisional ex- 
traordinary role it claims for itself, as well as on the 
trust that the people are willing to repose on their 
soldiers. Trust is earned. 

The military is shaped by the contingencies of 
its own history: The formative contexts are differ- 
ent for each society—every army has to find its 
place in the evolving life of the nation, shedding 
ОЁ some functions and practices inherited from 
йз colonial past, and developing new ones suit- 
able to the changing needs of the nation. The In- 
donesian case shows this clearly. 

‘The Indonesian armed forces or ABRI sprang 
from the victorious revolutionary forces that 
fought the Dutch. Indonesia's army is celebrated 
as the midwife of the free Indonesian nation. I 
was logical for its leaders to assume major roles 
in the political administration of the county. It 
was also natural for them to be rewarded with the 
management of the economic enterprises taken 
over from the Dutch. Throughout Из history the 
Indonesian military occupied a privileged place 
in the country's economy and political adminis- 
tration, Until recently, the military was given re- 
served seats in parliament, But, under a democra- 
tizing Indonesia, military officials have been 
stripped of their political and administrative 
roles, They cannot be parliamentarians or gov- 
ernment officials so long as they are in the mill 
tary service. The pendulum has swung to the oth- 
er side, although people are wondering how long 
{с сап be kept there. Prom the moment of the es-

‘gion—against the Huks. As a result, instead of

tary was the only organization that could perform 
the functions of political administration. That 
face cannot be reversed overnight. 

We have a much greater chance of achieving 
professionalism in our military than Indonesia. 


The Philippine military has had longer practice as 
а professional army subordinate to civilian 
thority, Running a state is not part of its tradi- 
tions. Itis not saddled by a triumphalis past that 
entitles ito a privileged place in the administra- 
tion ofthe nation. 

But this is also its weakness. Having been 
formed as a colonial army, it has по heroes. After 
the grant of independence, it fought on the side 
ofthe new native rulers, defending the social or- 
der of wealth and property against the sporadic 
protests of the exploited and landless masses. The 
Pantheon of our people's folk heroes is filled with 
Febels and guerrillas who fought foreign oppres- 
sors. There is no place in it for any of the uni- 
formed men of the Philippine Constabulary. in 
many places of the country, the military is stil 
viewed as an invading force 

“The uniformed personnel of our Armed Forces 
probably occupy the lowest rungs of the public 
Service, not only in pay and benefits, but also in 
Social esteem, In our kind of society, which places 
3 high premium on the white collar professions, 
то be a soldier is not one of those messages that 
hopeful parents whisper into the ears of their 
children. There is no money in being a soldier, un- 
fess you ae corrupt. No status in it, unless you are 
among the few who went to the Philippine Mili- 


joining their choice of branch of service, the 
members of the class were fielded as platoon 
leaders in battalion combat teams (BCT), the 
main maneuvering element of the army in those 
days. In defeating the Huks and as guardians of 
electoral polls, the armed forces won a reputa- 
tion for professionalism and integrity. Magsaysay 
would also draw the military into civil admis 
tration. Perhaps, И was the first time some politi- 
cal involvement crept into the lives of soldiers 
who were basically imbued with an apolitical 
Sense of professionalism. The martial law years 
‘would change this outlook and things would nev- 
er be the same again.

“Magsaysay meets Taipei threat" The story referred 
to obstacles being put up by the Taipei government 
against the deportation of 2,400 overstaying Chi- 
тезе. After 50 years, 1 am certain all 2,400 are stil 
with us, and many more coming in. 

"Thirty years after graduation, on April 4, 1986, 
under the country's first woman President, the 
bulk of the class would retire from military ser- 
vice.

Indeed, our society does 
mot give our soldiers even the modest recognition 
‘and respect they deserve. But that is mainly be- 

cause the government itself treats them shabbily, 
sending them out like dispensable foot soldiers o 
clean up the mess created by the nation’s politi 
‘Gans. Simply upgrading the situation of the ordi- 
тагу enlisted man—his training, his equipment, 
his education, and living condition—could pro- 
duce radical changes in the image of the military 
profession. 

"There is a consciousness shift, however. A new 
generation of professionally-trained officers who 
Know their history can no longer tolerate the kind 
of roles they are made to play by corrupt politi- 
clans in an unjust social order. They take to heart 
the Constitution's definition oftheir role as "pro- 
tector of the people.” Their increasing politiciza- 
tion has made them skeptical of the principle of 
supremacy of civilian authority, especially where 
Civilian authority rules on the basis of a question- 
able mandate.

and while her employers were hosting a party, 
she escaped and sought the help of the Philip- 
pine Embassy there. She was, however, 
brought to the Philippine labor attaché who, 
in tura, contacted her employers, 

Barely 12 hours after she fled, Carido 
found herself back to her employers who 
promised to heed her demands: a day off, 
$200 monthly salary, and decent food. 

“1 was allowed a day off but it only hap- 
pened for one Sunday It never happened 
again, and the Sundays that followed, my 
‘male employer would send me to the house of 
his mother-in-law to work, she said. 

"T was also abused physically. Over simple 
mistakes, Saleem slapped and punched me 
and hit my head. His wife constantly threat- 
ened to kill me," she sai.

OFW remittances 

Lawyer Angela Librado said the plight of 
Carido and the many other unfortunate OFWs 
was harrowing, 

“Their contribution to our economy cannot 
be overemphasized. Iis said that migrants all 
over the world send home an amount more 
than the total foreign aid or the official devel- 
opment assistance by the US and other coun- 
tries to Third World nations,” said Librado, 
who is also a councilor of Davao City. 

In 2004, she noted, migrants sent home 
more than $150 billion in remittances and an. 
estimated $300 billion sent informally to 
families in countries of origin 

As OFW remittances soar to billions and 
contribute to saving the country’s economy, 
the workers are not getting the treatment and 
benefits they deserve—their welfare continu- 

sacrificed and subjected to corrupt prac- 
tices of government officials, Librado said. 

‘Billions of pesos in accumulated Filipino 
migrant workers contributions are held in 
trust at the OWWA (Overseas Workers Welfare. 
Administration) to finance welfare and benefit 
programs for migrant workers,” she said. 


Welfare program 

In February 2003, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo issued Executive Order No. 182 which 
aimed to transfer the P4-billion migrant 
Workers Medicare Fund to PhilHealth. 

"rhe OWWA indefinitely suspended all 
welfare programs covering health care, liveli- 
hood and financial assistance. This has left 
distressed migrant workers and their depen- 
denis with no acces to their financial contri 
butions for hospitalization, scholarship and 
other services Librado said. 

Stil all bruised up and weak, Carido went 
to the OWWA office immediately after she ar- 
rived in Manila, only to be told that the agen 
ту could not help in her hospitalization ex- 
Penses because hers was not a total disability 
Ease. Besides, she was told, she was nota Phil- 
Health member. 

Now with a body brace to protect her spinal 
cord, Carido moves around government agen- 


dies and offices of nongovernment organiza- 


tions to seek help. She intends to fle court 
charges against her Lebanese employers. 

Sil for Carido, working abroad is simply a 
matter of luck.

"The Chamber of Mines and the Philippine 
Mining Safety and Environmental Associa- 
tion have also mobilized their safety net- 
Work action centers to assist in the affected 
ares. 

Dimalibot confirmed that a community in 
Davao del Norte was relocated after signs of 
am impending landslide caused concern 


among the residents. The people were gone 
when the landslide did happen. 


Prone to erosion 

‘A geological study showed that their loca- 
tion on the edge of the highly unstable under- 
sea Philippine Trench meant that the bedrock 
of southern Leyte and the northeast coast of 
Mindanao were “badly broken or fragment- 
ed” and “prone to weathering and erosion.” 

When continuous rains fall, the water 
seeps into and saturates the rock fractures 
creating a loose and unstable combination, 
experts said. 

DENR experts also said that the natural for- 
est cover of southern Leyte, which would 
have helped prevent erosion, had been re- 
placed to a large extent by coconut planta- 
tions since the 1920s. 

The encroachment of people into vulnera- 
ble upland areas has also been blamed for the 
frequent landslides in the Philippines. 


Importance of mapping 

Secretary Reyes said the geo-hazard map he 
wanted drawn up would identify areas where a 
Similar disaster might occur and guide the gov- 
ernment to draw up plans to avoid casualties: =

LURED BY THE PROMISE OF ADVENTURE 
and a better life in the big city, Elaine, then 19, 
packed her bags and left her home in Davao 
City without a backward glance. 

little did she know that in Metro Manila, 
what awaited her was heartache and hard-

Now 24 and two years after her ordeal 
which sorely tested her faith in God and hu- 
mankind, Elaine has found a refuge where 
she is gradually reclaiming her dignity and 
pursuing dreams that have been put on hold. 

Blaine and her two-year-old baby are 
among those staying at the Haven for Women, 
а center in Ayala-Alabang, Muntinlupa Сі 
which has cared for over 5,000 abused wom- 
en for the past 10 years. 

"The 15-building complex, which sits on а 
3.2-hectare government property, is funded 
through the efforts of the Congressional 
Spouses Foundation Inc. (CSFI) led by Gina 
de Venecia, wife of House Speaker Jose de 
Venecia, and operated by the Department of 
Social Welfare and Development (DSWD) 

When she arrived in Manila, Elaine said she 
worked as a house help for a Chinese family in 
Binondo, doing backbreaking work for minis- 
cule pay. 

“The agency said that once I got to Manila, 1 
will get a job in a factory that pays P280 а day. 
But it tumed out the agency was not autho- 
rized to recruit" she recounted.

Japanese envoy 
apologizes to 
war victims, kin

AFTER 61 YEARS, MIGUEL PEREZ RUBIO 
has finally found closure. 

Perez Rubio, now 80, was a guerrilla who 
Jost his entire family—his parents, two broth- 
ers, sister and two aunts—during the Battle 
for Manila їп February 1945. 

“1 was the only one who survived,” the 
man who had served as chief of protocol to 
former Presidents Corazon Aquino and Fidel 
Ramos, told reporters yesterday. 

Perez Rubio said he had frequent night- 
mares about the massacre of his family. 

Letting go of the past finally became easier 
yesterday when Japanese Ambassador to the 
Philippines Ryuichiro Yamazaki formally 
apologized for the destruction of the city 
which left over 100,000 Filipinos dead. 

‘Yamazaki’s apology, the first ever for the 
devastation wrought by Japanese troops on 
the city, was made during a ceremony to 
mark the 61st anniversary of the Battle for 
Manila which began on Feb. 3, 1945 and last- 
ed for 28 days. 

“The terror that each Filipino man, woman 
and child must have experienced in Manila 
61 years ago is beyond the imagination of 
any sane human being. With this historical 
fact in mind, | would like to express my 
heartfelt apologies and deep sense of re- 
morse over the tragic fate of Manila," Ya- 
татай said during the wreath-laying cere- 
mony at a memorial in honor of those who 
were killed at the Plazuela de Sta. Isabel in 
Intramuros. 

Also present during the ceremony were 
Vietoria Quirino Delgado, daughter of for- 
mer President Elpidio Quirino; city officials 
led by Mayor Lito Atienza; and members of 
Memorare-Manila 1945 Foundation, a group 
founded by the survivors and descendants of 
the victims. 

“Let me also reiterate the Japanese gov- 
ernments determination not to allow the 
lessons of that horrible World War ll to erode, 
and to contribute to the peace and prosperity 
of the world without ever waging a war,” Ya- 
mazaki said. 

He added that he was impressed "by the 
noble spirit of reconciliation and the sense of 
fairness on the part of the Filipino people."

N HIS high-school yearbook, Ernie Baron, 
Ernesto Javier Barron in real life, chose this quote 
as his favorite motto: “To bid adieu is to die a little 
forever, Alma Mater, Hail and Farewell.” 

According to the Jose Abad Santos (JAS) High 
School yearbook, Ernie was president of the 
Morning Student Council, vice president of the 
Supreme Student Council, president of the Taga- 
log Club and Tagalog editor of the school organ. 

Clearly, Ernie had a flair for multi-tasking. As a 
grown-up, the campus overachiever later led a 
multi-hyphenated life as weatherman, inventor, 
herbalist and “Walking Encyclopedia.” 

Baron, 65, suddenly last Jan. 23. It was his 
daughter Shirley Barron-Hao who found him ип- 
conscious on his bed, the victim of a suspected 
heart attack. Ernie and Shirley's mother had sep- 
arated when their child was very young. 

"He graduated with high honors from JAS,” re-

Yabut led him to the top of the broadcasting ladder, Ka Ernie's 
media peers agreed. 
ıa "He wrote balagtasan for our show,” said his first radio 
‘partner, Nelly Natividad-Valdez. "He pioneered ‘The Balag- 
tasan on Ait’ He was very dedicated. He commuted from 
‘Cavite to the radio station across Tutuban in Manila." 

Аза block timer in the early 1960s, she said, “he paid the 
Station P10 per hour and he also solicited commercials for our 
show" 

Ernie and Nelly met as students, as they were both active in 
the church-based youth organization of the Iglesia ni Kristo, 
Kapisanan ng Maligayang Pagtatagumpay. 

She described the young Ernie as a charmer. “He looked 
like the 1980s matinee idol Alfie Anido,” she said. "But as 1 
expressed in the poem I wrote for his wake: ‘Hindi Калі talo!

She soon quit the radio biz and ‘settled 
down with Justice Amado Valdez. Over four 
decades later, Ernie and Nelly again crossed 
paths after her husband had joined dzMM, 
ABS-CBN's AM station. 

“He invited us to his 40th anniversary par- 
ty as a broadcaster, held in his Muntinlupa 
home last August,” she said. “All his friends 
were there—his "Knowledge Power’ and 
ФММ families."

bered. "He kept piling up food on my plate.

“It’s just that in 
this age of mass information, we have 
all kinds of new ‘practitioners’ of health 
and medicine. He made his name in 
media as a general source of informa- 
tion; it was inevitable that he would 
соте to be regarded as an authority on 
health care as well. Given the expenses 
now of medical care, mass media offers 
an attractive alternative. His advice 
was free’ and often tied to the endorse- 
ments of his products. 

"My opinion on him is the same for 
other alternative healers, including the 
religious who practice faith healing: It's 
all right to consult them, but it 
shouldn't be at the cost of disregarding 
biomedical interventions" Tan says. 
"There's always the risk that an ailment 
becomes more serious, perhaps even 
deadly, because of these delays.” 

Even after death, Ernie Baron wasn't 
spared from intrigues. 

On the reality show "Pinoy Big Broth- 
er Celebrity Edition,” starlet Keanna 
Reeves joked, "Pito-Pito herbal tea 
didn't help Ernie Baron."

HE PATHS of friends are intertwined more than 
we know, journeys running parallel yet totally diver- 
gent. My friendship with Luci Wycoco is an example 
ofthis. 4 

It was Wykes, Luci’ late husband, who brought Luci and 
me together. This was in the early 7705 and my husband, 
Efren, a young lieutenant fresh out of the Philippine Military 
Academy, would eventually work with Wykes in Malacañang. 
He was Captain Reynaldo Wycoco from Cabiao, Nueva Ecija, 
and she was the former Lucila Cajanding, from Malolos, Bu-

out. I recall seeing him standing in the middle of the parade 
field at then Camp Olivas in Pampanga, smiling. He struck 
me as a man in love with the world and all that it had to 
give—powes, prestige, wine, women and song, and particu- 
larly women, by Lucis eventual account. 

Luci saw the promise in him, but, as she remembers, "It 
маз a promise that he could be more than he was, and I 
‘would help him towards achieving that greater man.” 

In their wedding invitation, she quoted Edna St. Vincent. 
Millay' verse: 

“Love in the open hand, nothing but that 

Ungemmed, unhidden, wishing пёс to hurt 

As one would bring you cowslips on a hat 

Swung from the hand and apples on her skirt 

Ibring you, calling out as children do 

Look what I have... and these are for you" 

She would use the same verse for his obituary and the eu- 
logy at his funeral. "Wykes was my life,” she admits. 

We were terribly young then, young colegialas who had 
married military men living in the shadow of Malacafiang. 
Luci was a Foreign Service graduate from Maryknoll, 1 was an 
АВ Lit grad from Assumption. There were many young fam- 
ilies who lived in the simple bungalows allotted to the 
idential Guards Batallion, and we were into having babies, 
sharing recipes and trying to fit all our wants and needs into 
the salaries of our husbands. Luci and Wykes had married on 
Dec. 30, 1971, Lucis birthday, and they would eventually 
have four kids: Patricia, Voltaire, Miko and Vladimir. We were 
во close that we even shared maternity clothes, baby cribs, 
baby bottles and nappies. 

‘Sinigang’ and suits 

Luci was a devoted wife and mother. She taught me how to 
make sinigang (sour broth) from guava and fish—this was 
‘Wykes favorite dish then. She would have his clothes and 
suits tailored especially; his Tshirts were always in fashion. 
He was dapper, always looking like he just stepped out of the 
shower. She loved Wykes so much (“loved him, really, really 
loved him,” she emphasizes), and was not only his lover but a 
murturer, mother to his children, a social consultant, fashion 
adviser and career coach all rolled into one. The kids, too, 
were well provided for by Luci. More often than not, though, 
she made do, always taking the back seat. 

She took an interest in Wykes career, having decided that 
she would forego her own dreams and devote herself to this 
family. "I would have wanted to go back to school, to build up 
а career, but Wykes and the kids came first." It was Luci who 
brought up the idea to Wykes of trying out for the Kennedy 
School of Government in Harvard. Eventually Imelda Mar- 
cos, who was Wykes’ big boss, would provide funds for the 
tuition. Lucfs family also chipped in towards making this 
dream happen. 

їп an adolescent slum book, Wykes wrote as his ambition, 
“to become a general.” His single-minded focus on success 
could be traced to his family of origin. The Мусосоз were а 
large brood, all of whom would eventually make their way in 
the world, helped by big brother Wykes. 

Looking back on these halcyon days, I marvel at how sim- 
ple life was for us. Luci, however, already had an inkling of a 
side of her marriage that would break her heart again and 
again. Wykes' dalliances had already begun; hotel receipts, 
credit card bills, and mysterious phone calls gave her the 
leads. He was not that discreet. 

їп 1978, my husband Efren would die in a plane crash. I 
was pregnant with our youngest. It was Wykes, Efren's direct 
boss, who called Luci to rush to my side before anyone else 
сате so she could break the news to me. I still remember that 
rainy late afternoon in September, Luci walking down the 
road, shaking her head, crying. I thought to myself, oh dear, 
they've fought again. Little did I know that the tears were for 


Efren and me. 

Later, though we remained bonded, 
Luci and I would lose touch with each 
Other I remarried and went to live 
abroad where I joined the diplomatic 
corps. My family met Luci and the chil- 
dren in London, where Wykes had been 
assigned as military attaché. She loved 
it there, away from the pressures of a 
military wife's Ше in Manila. 

Back in Manila, Wykes continued his 
ascent to the top. He was more and 
more in the newspapers, but when I 
saw Luci, she was unhappy. As his ca- 
reer flourished, so did his extramarital 
affairs. She recalls using the alphabet 
to keep track of all of the girlfriends, 
from A to 7, "but he did seem to have a 
preference for the C's,” she would com- 
ment wryly. 

And yet, despite her pain and anger, 
she continued to love him. “I was in ter- 
rible pain, but 1 guess 1 loved him," was 
all she would say Eventually, she would 
need an operation from multiple my. 
omas that had enlarged her stomach 
area. The gynecologist would mention 
that this was common in women who 
had problematic relationships with men. 

His nature 

Luci was feisty and outspoken; she 
did not mince words, but Wykes was 
not about to change. “This was his na- 
ture, and he could not help it. The so- 
ial and.work environment also sup- 
ported it,” she sadly remarks. There 
would always be reconciliation at- 
tempts, which would fizzle out when 
another woman came into the picture. 

After two decades, Wykes would 
bring Luci and me together again—at 
his wake. A call from one of our Mala- 
сабап friends would assemble the 
group. Luci was there, slim and com 
posed. Her face was unlined by age and 
circumstance—there was no bitterness 
there, only sorrow. The children were 
all grown. Patricia, a brilliant 
economist, had just married, Voltaire 
was almost done with his masters’ de- 
gree at Cal State, Vlad had his signifi- 
cant other and Miko had his lovely fam- 
йу. Luci had raised them well. 

"It was Miko who was terribly con- 
cerned about his father in the afterlife, 
never letting go of his rosary, praying 


all the while,” Luci relates. He had 
brought a priest for the last rites, and 
begged him to clear his father for heav- 
en. The priest asked Miko to confess for 
his dad, to ask God's forgiveness for 
him as he lay in a coma. 

God could forgive, but could Luci? “I 
forgave him the moment I saw him ly- 
ing in a coma, he looked so vulnerable, 
so pitiful,” she relates. She and Wykes 
had been estranged for the past seven 
years, but Luci recalls a “swan song" he 
gave her: An airline ticker to San Fran- 
cisco to visit Voltaire and to join a 
Maryknoll school reunion after Pat's 
wedding in September 2005. 

Shortly before his death, Luci had 
come back from London, feeling it was 
time for closure, while there was never 
any talk of separation or annulment. 
But three days later he would have the 
stroke. She forgave his never-ending 
coterie of women, some he would live 
with for a stretch of time, others for 
passing moments: beauty queens, me- 
dia personalities, professionals, some 
even wives of colleagues. 

Luci reveals how she would make 
friends with some of the women, shar- 
ing a common understanding, and yes, 
perhaps, love for this man. She forgave 
his neglect of the family, his abandon- 
men, her loneliness and pain. She for- 
gave him the fact that in the end, he 
loved only himself 

Till death do us part 

Someone from among the Wycoco 
siblings would question her presence at 
the hospital where Wykes lay co- 
matose; after all, she had been gone for 
years. But she kept her peace. “It was 
my duty zs his wife to bring him back to 
his Creator. I was fulfilling what my 
marriage vows required of me—tll 
death do us part.” 

During the wake, we old friends 
would be kept busy, looking from left to 
right to catch a sight of that woman or 
this mistress. Everyone put on their 
glasses to better scrutinize the other 
women. Oh, Wykes! He was the ulti 
mate Filipino macho man. Around his 
coffin, there were blown-up photos of 
Wykes in a tuxedo, singing; Wykes in 
uniform, Wykes in a business suit 
There were people from all walks of life

lining up around his coffin; there were 
eulogies and praises for the way he 
cared for people. 

‘Luci loved him, and felt she did not 
have that love returned. “Strangers 
would come up to me, relating how he 
had done this or that for them. But for 
us, his family, he was inaccessible; 
whatever he gave to the children had to 
be begged or cajoled out of him. He 
was kind to everyone, except me,” she 
would say, flinching. 

She continued to love him anyway, 
though he did not give her much hope. 
“He left me three times, and after the 
third, I decided it was time to go, too.” 
she recalls. But she never saw herself as 
a victim. “I always had a strong sense of 
self. I knew I was there because I had 
chosen to love him.” 

She lived most ofthe time in London, 
where she would finally heal herself 
"The first three years were awful. Then, 
suddenly, I just stopped thinking of 
him. In 2001, I wanted to settle every- 
thing, but he held back. Instead, I be- 
gan to settle with myself, into myself” 

Tt was on one of those trips, when feel- 
ing depressed and alone, that she wan- 
dered into St. James church in the heart 
of London. ‘As I knelt there, I felt like a 
speck in the vastness ofthe universe. My 
problems were nothing; I felt so humble 
in the presence of the Infinite.” 

Shattered dream 

Soon she would find a way to help 
the refugees, the homeless and the 
poor who huddled in the winter chill, 
bringing them food, drink, warmth and 
companionship. “We would do the 
rounds of the coffee shops and restau- 
rants, where they would have the un- 
sold food ready for pick-up. We'd heat 
up the coffee and soup, and gather 
them all in the park. There would be 
Croats and Serbs, all nationalities, but. 
never Pinoys. Pinoys never beg." 

Luci would find herself amidst all the 
hurt. “All I ever wanted was a simple 
life, for us to grow old together,” she re- 
calis. She had, however, surrendered to 
the shattering of that dream a long 
time ago. She became part of the Tezei 
group, young people who were seeking 
new answers for spirituality in fast- 
changing modern times. 

Voltaire the communicator sums up 
Wykes' legacy to his children succinctly. 
“You won't miss my Dad. My sister, Pat 
has his intelligence; my brother Miko, 
his heart; Vladimir, his vanity and my- 
self his charm and confidence,” he says 
with a grin, 

‘Today, barely two months after 
Wykes’ passing, Luci is strengthening 
her hold on her family, helping her chil- 
dren establish themselves, enjoying her 
grandchildren and friends. London has 
been put on hold for the time being, but 
it beckons, because there, she is her 
"best self” 

She is thinking of taking а counseling 
course at a local university. After her 
27-year journey with this man who was 
her husband, Luci has been distilled 
and transformed. Because of the chal- 
lenges of loving him, she has learned to 
find her God, and herself. 
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OUR average noontime show-stampeding 
goon wouldn't know Bob Marley from Bob Ma- 
goo, and probably thinks of Jamaica as the 
‘place where empanadas come from, but thanks 
‘to the surprising crossover success of Brown- 
man Revival's cover of the Eraserheads’ old hit 
“Maling Akala,” he at least knows what reggae 
sounds like. 5 

It took long enough. 

Brownman Revival appeared on the mass- 
market radar only last year, with the release of 
their first official album “Steady Lang” on the 
newly merged Sony-BMG label, and the subse- 
quent radio airplay of “Maling Akala," as well. 
as the band's similar covers of certified- 
polyester OPM hits from the '70s such as the 
Rainmakers’ “Binibini” and VST's “Ikaw Lang 
Ang Aking Mahal.” 

Actually the band has been plugging 
away at their own brand of pop-reggae 
for nearly 12 years—the equivalent 
of several lifetimes in the indie-rock 
trenches. Predictably, their newly 
minted success (“Steady Lang" is 
predicted to go gold within the 
next couple of months), while win- 
ning them a larger audience than 
they've ever had before, has earned 
them the ire of reggae purists, who 
accuse them of abandoning reggae’s 
roots as a kind of Third World protest 
music born in the slums of Kingston. 

“Лез not really an issue for us,” says Dino 
Concepcion, Brownman Revival's frontman, 
for whom "mainstream" isn't necessarily a 
dirty word. 


"The reason we went mainstream is, to put it simply, 
to capture a broader audience. We wanted to bring reg- 
gae to a bigger audience. We wanted reggae that would 
be suitable to the Philippines, with а pop sensibility 
and which you could dance to. We don't have а prob- 
lem with love songs—after all, Bob Marley sang love 
songs, too. We're not against singing songs of protest or 
of social relevance. We just choose to celebrate life and 
love, the positive side of what's happening." 
Deceiving looks 

With his long stringy hair, slight frame and Tshirt, 
‘Concepcion looks like your average indie rock kid. But 
looks can be deceiving. 

For one thing, he's in the middle of finishing his mas- 
ters’ degree in sociology at the Ateneo de Manila Uni- 
versity (Where he also earned his undergraduate diplo- 
ma in Interdisciplinary Studies). 

For another, at 30, he also qualifies as a veteran of 
the music scene, having been performing for almost as 
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So what if they're.

long as the average indie rock kid has 
been alive. 

1 have this pet theory that people 
have a special affinity for the music of 
the era they were born in. Concepcion 
would seem to lend credence to that 
theory; he was born in 1976—more or 
less around the same time reggae went 
international with the global success of 
Bob Marley and the Wailers. 

Reggae, Jamaica's best-known ex- 
port (next to sugar, rum and, ahem, 
ganja), is itself а hybrid—eobbled to- 
gether from various strains: American 
rhythm and blues, West Indian calypso 
and earlier African musical forms 
brought over by the slaves to the for- 
mer island colony. 

Reggae's uniqueness lies in the way it 
turns pop conventions on their heads: 
the rhythmic accent is placed not on, 
but after, the beat—the familiar chun- 


ka-chunka guitar that is reggae's signa- 
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ture sound. The roles of the instrumen- 
тайыз are also reversed: In reggae it's 
the bass that carries the melody and the 
drums that provide the accents while 
the guitar holds down the beat. 

‘Thanks to its origins in Kingston's im- 
poverished ghettos, reggae is also 
strongly rooted in Rastafarianism, Ja- 
maica’s homegrown religion, which 
holds Africa as the black man's 
promised land, “Zion,” and everywhere 
else as “Babylon.” Atits deepest, reggae 
is е expression of a subjugated peo- 
ples yearning to be free, hence its ap- 
peal to the politically correct, colle- 
giate/NGO crowd. 

Somewhat more puzzling is the Ras- 
ta belief in the divinity of the late 
Ethiopian emperor Haile Selassie, and 
its prohibition of cutting hair. Hence 
the familiar matted “dreadlocks” worn 
as а badge by true Rastas—and 
painstakingly teased and beeswaxed by 
trendy fashion victims. 

Bur the aspect of Rastafarianism that 

has the broadest appeal outside Ja- 

maica is the fact that it regards 
cannabis as a religious sacra- 
ment. For many people, there- 
fore, reggae goes down espe- 
cially well after a few tokes 

of the kind herb. 

In any case, while in Ja- 
maica itself “roots” reggae 
has largely been supplant- 
ed by faster, more dance- 
oriented variants like 
dancehall, local reggae 
freaks still adhere for the 

most part to the Marley 

canon, hence the accusa- 

tions leveled at Brownman 

Revival for, somehow, “selling 

Weird, considering that it was 

the band's raison d'etre to begin 
with. 

At the instigation of his older brother 
Dennis, Brownman's drummer, Concep- 
on formed Indio 1, their first reggae 
band, in 1993, when he was a freshman. 

Usual band thing 

Indio 1 did the usual band thing, 
playing at school events until they were. 
good enough to land a club gig, at the 
then-Mecca for the local music scene, 
Club Dredd. 

The following year, however, the 
brothers broke away to form Brown- 
man Revival. 

“We decided to form another reggae 
band because of musical differences,” 
he explains. “Indio I wanted to pursue 
something more roots, rock-oriented. 
But we idolized bands like UB40 and 
Big Mountain. Their approach to reg- 
gae had a pop sensibility. We thought 
that was cool, because if you're talking 
about the Philippines, our tastes run to 
rock and pop, and we wanted some-

thing closer to the Pinoy palate.” 

In the beginning, Dino was the gui- 
tarist, until their vocalist at the time got 
chicken pox and quit. He was drafted to 
pinch hit as the singer, which turned 
out to be a better fit, and he's been 
fronting the band ever since. 

The band's current lineup, apart from 
the brothers Concepcion, consists of Jao 
Larion on bass, Alphy Desaville on gui 
tars, Ken Gonzales on keyboards, Jan 
Sunidiang Өй percussion, Jojo Anténers 


"Gn saxophone, Ambet Abundo on trum- 


pet and Jayson Cuevas on trombone. 

Initially the band concentrated on 
cover versions of songs by Big Moun- 
tain, UB40 and Maxi Priest, definitely 
from the poppier side of the spectrum. 

“What we liked about Big Mountain 
was the fact that apart from being more. 
pop, they weren't hardline reggae, mas 
madaling sakyan, plus they had a Latin 
influence that we thought Filipinos 
could relate to because of the Latin in- 
fluence on our own music,” he recalls. 

“First of all, we're not Jamaican. Sec- 
ond, we're not Rastafarian. Why ape 
something that isn't really your cul- 
ture? You don't need dreadlocks or 
weed to enjoy reggae. You're defeating 
the purpose of reggae, which is sup 
posed to be one love—universal— 
you confine it to those images.” 

‘Pogi’ rock 

Among the brickbats leveled at the 
bend were “showband” and “pogi 
rock? — fighting words in the insular in- 
die rock scene. 

“In the first place, we never claimed 
to be roots or to be Rastas,” he says. 
“Ош only answer to these hecklers is to 
keep tongue in cheek.” 

‘But while Brownman Revival might 
have alienated the purists, they soon 
attracted a bigger audience with their 
pop-savvy covers. 

“The inherent beauty of reggae is 
that you can revive different songs and 
it will always be different, it will always 
be fresh,” says Concepcion. 

Covering the Eraserheads was а no- 
brainer. 

“We've been covering 'Maling Akala’ 
since 2001,” he says. “The song itself 
was an attempt by the Eraserheads to ` 
come up with a reggae song. We just "7 
fine tuned it.” 

Apart from the band's long-standing 
admiration for the E'heads, they also go 
way back. Brownman Revival opened 
for the E'heads in 1999, at a fondly-re- 7 
membered 70s Bistro gig, Their current 
manager, Jotay, also used to produce 
the Eheads concerts. >

ing around the band. Brownman had 2? 
been playing original songs since 1995.

That's 
why, in my opinion, walang bobo na artist (no artist is 
stupid)." During class plays Uy could be counted on to handle

“` When she told her amah she wanted to pursue fine arts, 
majoring in advertising, at the Philippine Women’s Universi- 
ty, the old woman protested, saying, “You will get nowhere 
with that.” 

But Uy was persistent and proved to be such a diligent stu- 

= dent that, when she was burning the proverbial midnight oil 
to finish her plates, her grandmother would serve her hot 
chocolate and a sandwich. Sometimes the chocolate would 
spill on the work, and Uy would chide her grandma, then 
| start all over again. 
Spoiled and lucky 

She and her sister Ann Karyn, who took up the more prag- 
matic course of occupational therapy, were spoiled by their 
paternal amah, and consider themselves lucky because of 
this. Although Uy was trained in advertising, she never 
sought a job in that field. She plunged into painting right 
away. Her amah did not protest that her grandchild wanted 
to be a fulltime painter and did not seek an office job. The 
first two feet-by-three feet painting of a still life (jars piled 
опе on top of the other) that Uy did as a student was sold for 
P6,000 cash in 1992. The dutiful granddaughter immediate- 
ly bought P2,000 worth of groceries for her amah who then 
returned the money, saying her granddaughter had earned 
it 

In college Uy went around with a group that included 
Joseph Lofranco, a painting major from an earlier batch. She 
didn't consider his pursuit of her seriously. She considered 
themselves gangmates, but the difference was he would call 
her up all the time and express his concern for her paintings. 
“jnaasinta na pala ako (He was zeroing in on ше), she re- 
calls. 

Lofranco, who is the realist Шу visual opposite because he 
paints abstracts, became her husband in February 2004. "Ma- 
landi kasi ako (I'm fliratious),” she says. What bound them 
were constant companionship, "being super friends," her 
need to take care of someone and his need to be taken care 
of. “We're each other's hero,” Uy adds. 

They share a studio in their home in Dasmariñas, Cavite. 
She used to have a studio of her own with a small window, 
but she developed a pulmonary problem from the oil paint 
fumes. She did not want that to happen again ("antibiotics 
are expensive") so she shares space with Lofranco who, she 
claims, sometimes interferes in her work, telling her if the 
subject lacks a shadow or egging her, “Mas pagandahin то 
(Make it more beautiful)” 

Her preferred still life subjects, toys, give her a light feel- 
ing. “I get sad when I do a human figure. I have a hard time 
making a person pose. I can't stylize a human subject.” 

Her “playfulness” with her subjects began with a painting 
оға tiny woman pinned to a sandwich. Then she thought of 
toys because they're easier to pose, and she can play around 
with them. Whats more, "mas masaya, mas makulay ang 
laruan at kendi (toys and candies are happy-looking and col- 
ош)” 

She once used the head of Barbie with a bottle for a body. 
she also pickled Barbie. These are products of stories or ex- 
periences of other people and her own imagination. She is 
thankful that her атай kept all her toys, even the dress she 
моге as a flower girl, because all these find their way to the 
canvas.

Playing with bubbles 

She wants to enjoy whatever she is 
doing, even if its just washing dishes.

what Pinoy reggae is,” says Concep- 
cion. “What we want to happen is 
for reggae music itself to be rele- 
vant to us as Pinoys. With all the 
similarities—Third World origins, 
dance-oriented, the culture of opti- 
mism in the face of hard- 
ships—that’s what we want to re- 
vive. We're not saying that you 
should forget your problems or do 
nothing, but you should also look at 
the bright side of things.” 

‘Actually, Concepcion might be on 
to something. Local interest in reg- 
gae has waxed and waned over the 
past 10 years. In Manila it remains 
а somewhat marginal subculture, 


with a handful of bands such as 
Peace Pipe, Reggae Mistress and the 
venerable Tropical Depression con- 
gregating around Xaymaca, a reg- 
gae bar on Timog Ave. In Cebu, 
however, reggae has managed to 
generate a solid community, with 
annual reggae music festivals and 
regular venues. 

Task Concepcion what he thinks 
of the inclusion of Budoy, from the 
Cebuano reggae band Jr. Kilat, in 
the “Celebrity Big Brother" pilot.

Philip Morris finalist in 2003, For the 
last competition, her entry showed toys 
depicting various sins like Americans 
gunning down Indians, Americans 
stabbing each other, a teddy bear sniff- 
ing rugby, Ken (Barbie's partner) cross- 
dressing. The ironic title of the work is 
“But, Boss, We're Just Playing.” 

So although her toys may be per- 
ceived as a light subject, the way Uy 
manipulates them makes viewers 
think: What exactly are they doing? It 
all depends on the eye of the beholder 

She's had seven solo shows under her 
belt, the latest at the Nineveh Art Space 
їп Santa Cruz, Laguna. Her last paint- 
ings were of variations on a teddy bear. 
їп a weird explanation, Uy said she 
wants the viewer's initial reaction to be 
“Ang ganda (How beautiful" then re- 
alization sets in and he/she says, “Ay 
hindi, pangit pala (Oh no, its actually 
ugly)” 

Her good friend, fellow artist Noel 
Soler Cuizon, notes that Uy copycats 
have sprung up. "There are some 
painters who are inserting toys on their. 
canvases,” he reports, but he is not 
alarmed because he is confident no- 
body can do the “melodramatic 
metaphors” Uy is capable of. 

The work, not the artist. 

Although she counts Cuizon, Karen 
Flores, Alfred Esquillo, Lawrence Bor- 
soto, Manny Garibay and members of 
the Cavite-based Anting-anting group 
as her pals, she does not look at the 
пате when appreciating an artwork. 
This is why she claims that there is no 
one artistic influence on her. She says, 
“Favorite artist? I don't have one, local 
or foreign. I tend to look more at the 
works, not the artist. It can be many 
works by one artist but not all, or it can. 
be just one work. I don't look at the 
name. 1 look at the art. Is that bad?" 

She observes that artists have their 
own circles and may compete with one 
another, "but overall we are willing to 
help each other and work together.” 

Flores said the influence of the Na- 
tional Commission for Culture and the 
Arts may have something to do with 
this. There is more tolerance, and there 
is no dominant camp of artists that calls 
the shots. Uy agreed on the cama- 
raderie of artists, saying, “Dati, career 
mo lang (In the past, you're just con- 
сетей with your own career). Today, 
lets have a show, sama-sama tayo (let's 
do it together).” 

She says she is just beginning. “There 
are some things T haven't done with my 
subjects, like remove their eyes, pull 
out the cotton from the stuffed toys or 
even work with Lego." 

Her only child Milo is aware of the 
rule that Mommy's toys are Mommy's 
toys and Milo's are Milo's. A container 
of action figures is stored in her former 
studio along with other containers for 
stuffed toys, Barbie dolls, clothes and 
accessories like swords and crowns. 
Some of the dolls came from cousins 
‘who had outgrown them. Uy says with 
glee, “Ngayon ko lang nalalaro ang Bar- 
bie (Тее only played with Barbie now).” 
She takes shots with her digital camera 
of Barbie in various poses, then chooses 
what she will paint. 

When she goes out to buy unique- 
looking toys, she thinks of it as part of 
her work, “so there's no limit on the 
budget" 

The five-feet-one-inch tall painters 
other weakness is shoes with heels at 
least two to three inches high. She 
owns 12 or more pairs of high heels 
and can fork out up to P4 000 for a pair 
of Italian stilettos. She also goes for lo- 
cal brands that sell for as low as P300 a 
рай, "best buy na yan.”

су as has happened before with 
Blakdyak. In some ways, it ended up 
being marginalized even more.

E certainly breaks the stereotype as far as 
character | actors onstage are concerned. 
Lorenz Martinez is simply one cool laid-back 
guy who refuses to agonize over the angst- 
filled roles he’s playing. Shy, funny quips take 
the place of long intellectual discussions. 

He also doesn’t exhibit the usual scars of kids 
traumatized by their parents’ separation. It 
might be because the 31-year-old actor has 
been warmly adopted by the theater family. 

Аз Dodo Lim, formerly of Repertory Philip- 
pines and now founding member of Actors Ac- 
tors Inc. (AAI), puts it, “Kinakarga lang namin 
yang si Lorenz (We used to carry him around as 
akid).” 

“We” might as well refer to the who's who of 
modern Philippine theater today, whom 
Lorenz prefers to address with the usual 
moniker of “Tito” and “Tita,” such as the late 
Zeneida Amador, Baby Barredo, Audie Gemo- 
ra, and Menchu Lauchengco-Yulo, among oth- 
ers. 

But then again, that wouldn't be unusual 
considering the pedigree of his parents, who 
just happen to be Leo Martinez, a familiar face 
in sitcoms and teleseryes, and Enchang Kaimo, 
а Rep alumnus who later started the Christian 
theater group Trumpets along with several col- 
league. 

А sample of the Kaimo humor shows when Lorenz 
volunteers, “My mom says that she was so busy praying 
for my brother Lance not to become an actor that she 
forgot to pray for me. That's why I'm an actor nov." 

ig bug 

Older brother Lance, who eventually went into the 
corporate world, was bitten by the acting bug in child- 
hood. The thought of going into performing, however, 
didn't enter Lorenz's mind as а boy living with his 
brother among his dad's relatives. Singing was some- 
thing he did mainly in the bathroom and for school 
events, he reveals. What finally pushed him into what 
became a lifetime calling were his domestic responsi- 
bilities as a young father. 

“ started working when I had a daughter" says 
Lorenz. "My dad asked me to join the theater so I could 
earn money. Iwas 18 then. Maxine is 11 now and stays 
with her mom.” 

His father's phone call to Amador bagged Lorenz а 
chance to audition for ‘Joseph and the Amazing Tech- 
nicolor Dream Coat." Call it a stroke of luck, but one of 
the brothers who had already been cast quit the show. 
Lorenz got the part after singing Gary Valenciano's 
"Messiah" in the middle of the stage while the crew was 
busy putting up the set. 

‘The supporting role led to juicier parts like Judas Is- 
cariot in “Jesus Christ, Superstar" And while there were 
no grand visions nor dramatic awakenings, acting day- 
in and day-out convinced Lorenz of what he really 
wanted to do. He soon lost interest in school and, to the 
dismay of his dad, dropped out of Kostka College. 

"for the life of me, I can't remember what I took up,” 
he shrugs at the memory, “Maybe it's Mass Communi- 
cation, which i took up to please my Dad. My mom said 
it was my form of rebellion, but well, 1 just didn’t really 
like it.” 

"That spurt of teenage rebellion was probably the on- 
ly visible reaction that the young Lorenz would have to 
his parents’ breakup. Lance and Lorenz would spend 
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the weekends with their mom and 
‘weekdays with their dad. In some cas- 
es, they'd stay with relatives from 
ther side, 

Lorenz still remains pretty close to 
both parents and their respective fam- i 
ilies; he has a halfbrother on En- 
chang’s side and two half-sisters and 
another half-brother on Leo's, 

Sense of family 

It wasthat same sense of family that 
had Lorenz working out of the country, 
and which later compelled him to re- 
turn. 

Paternal responsibilities prompted 
an audition for "Miss Saigon," which 
landed him a spot as an ensemble 
member and an understudy role for 
the Engineer in the Holland produc- 
tion from 1996 to 1999. He'd do eight 
shows a week in Dutch (^I can speak 
and understand it, but not converse in 
i£"), then spent his spare time on bar- 
becue cookcouts with fellow Pinoy ac- 
tors he shared a building with. When. 
they really wanted to let loose, they'd 
take the two-hour drive to Germany, 
rent а hostel near one of those 
sparkling clean rivers, and spend the 
rest of the next day fishing, 

Then there were the shopping 
sprees in Belgium, Paris, Germany and 
London, where he'd also catch the lat- 
est West End shows. 

"The financial rewards were comple- 
mented by the audience's apprecia- 
tion. “We didn't have a show where we 
didn't have а standing ovation,” 
Lorenz says. Theater buffs would line 
up backstage to get his autograph 
when he played the Engineer. 

Surrounded by that blessed life, it 
маз not surprising that 10 of the 12 
Filipino actors who had signed up for 
"Saigon" Holland finished their con- 
tract and went on to do other produc: 
tions like “Grease” and "Hair" іп Ams 
terdam. Lorenz was one of only two 
who returned home, primarily because 
of his daughter. 

“1 love the Philippines,” he says sim- 
ply. "I like it here. The night life 
something else: Plus there's my fat 
yt oc 

Readjustment, though, wasn't quite 
as easy. Feeling “uprooted” and "lost," 
he retired from acting for the next cou- 
ple of years, and hit the road and all 
the familiar jaunt spots he had missed, 
"Labas lang ako nang labas, enjoy ako 
nang enjoy (1 had night outs and just 
enjoyed myself.” 

Fortunately, he admits with a sheep- 
ish grin, his savings from “Saigon” af- 
forded him the luxury. "Naubos ko sa 
gimik ( spent it all on good times)." 

Laugh a lot 

Fortunately, he adds, his fiancée 
Sheila Valderrama helps rein him in. 
The two Rep stalwarts have been a 
couple for almost four years now. "She 
takes care of me and makes me more. 
responsible,” Lorenz gushes. “It's natu- 
ral for her, because she's the eldest in 
their family and manages the house- 
hold. She'd push me to do things that I 
have to do ASAP" He cracks a grin, “I 
don't know why she's with mel 
think, it's because of my love, and 1 
make her laugh a lot.” 

His semi-retirement over, Lorenz is 
back in the saddle as one of the bal- 
imbing (turncoat) politicians in ААТ 
upcoming revival of “Enemy of the 
People.” Director Bart Guingona trans- 
plants the Henrik Ibsen classic of the 
man who stands against the majority 
in Northern Luzon, Lorenz’ character 
supports the heroic doctor at first, then 
pulls back when the tide turns against 
him. 

No productions are lined up yet af- 
ter "Enemy" finishes its two-week run, 
says the easygoing actor 
mediate plan is to visit Valderrama in 
Hong Kong Disneyland where she's 
performing. Although he's not keen on 
long-term stints like “Saigon,” hes 
open to the idea of working with the 
Mouse. With Hong Kong only a couple 
of hours away, he can easily visit his lit 
tle girl any time, 

He says it matter-offactly, almost 
nonchalantly. That sense of ease, of be- 
ing comfortable in his own skin, is so 
rare these days that it washes over you 
like a fresh breeze. It certainly makes 
the whole theatrical business of acting, 
which many of its artists would ac- 
knowledge as an economic struggle 
these days, lighter and easier,
